Delays on New Tools, Substitution May Bring 
Unemployment for a Period 


With V-E Day apparently at hand at 
press time Thursday, admission in a 
release by the conservative Automotive 
Council for War Production that ‘only 
a few new cars” are expected to be 
made next fall and that substantial production is not likely 
until very late in 1945 or early in 1946, was hailed generally 
as a very hopeful sign. The Auto Council’s statement was 
said to represent the best guesses automotive executives 
can make now, because they lack information on several 
vital factors which will set the pace for the industry’s 
reconversion. 


Meanwhile, it was known that cutbacks for the auto in- 
dustry in aircraft engines were due this week as the Army 
Air Forces got under way its program of writing off the 
war in Europe as far as plane production goes. Sufficient 
time has not elapsed since it appeared that the supply job 
for the war in Europe was ended, so that WPB and the mil- 
itary services should have a clearer picture of the materials 
and production facilities that will be needed for the Pa- 
cific war. 


Auto Council 
Sees Few 
Cars by Fall

With that in view, cutbacks on a scale 
to permit reconversion to auto produc- 
tion and the lifting of many WPB con- 
trols could come almost at once. And 
with the large-scale cutbacks, reconver- 
sion steps would move into high gear. Then plant space, 
materials and manpower would be available to speed re- 
conversion. 

However, both automobile manufacturers and thousands 
of automotive workers, familiar with the lead time nor- 
mally required to bring out new models and knowing the 
much greater difficulties of changing over war plants to a 
combined basis of civilian and war operations, are con- 
cerned over possibility of considerable unemployment in 
the months ahead, the council’s survey points out. Their 
anxiety is augmented, it states, by the fact that government 
agencies and the military procurement services embarked 
on their post-V-E Day for industry, a month ago, but even 
now there are many vital reconversion problems upon which 
little, if any, Warts information is available.

OPA Tightens MPR-540 
To Curb Black Market 


WASHINGTON.—Amendment No. 6 to MPR 540, which has been 
“in the works” at OPA for several weeks and momentarily expected 
to be made public, was officially released late last week. 


Under this new amendment, persons advertising used passenger 
automobiles for sale in newspapers and other publications must in- 
clude in the advertisement the make of the car, the model year, the 
model body type, the seller’s offering price, and the statement that 
the price is “within OPA ceiling.” This requirement, which becomes 
effective May 9, is designed to aid in the enforcement of price con- 
trol on used cars. 


At the same time, OPA also announced a number of changes in 
the regulation governing used car prices, including exemption of 
some early models from price control; establishment of specific 
record-keeping requirements for used car dealers; a slight moditfica- 
tion of warranty repair and replacement requirements; changes in 
selection of a comparable car in determining price ceilings for some 
1926-through-1935 model year cars; establishment of an equitable 
dealer resale price on a station wagon with a new station wagon 
body and used chassis purchased from another dealer; adding of a 
requirement as to where price label or tag must be displayed on a 
car for sale, and a clarification of the additions to maximum prices 
that may be made for extra equipment. 


Used cars of model year 1925 and earlier, through OPA action, are 
now exempted from price control. Previously, ceiling prices for all 
passenger cars of model years 1936 and earlier were the maximum 
prices provided for 1937 model year vehicles. OPA said ceilings on 
the 1925 model year cars and earlier were being removed for the 
convenience of sellers. 


Dealers, beginning May 9, 1945, must keep the following records: 

(1) A complete description of each used car acquired for resale, 
including make, model year, serial number, motor number, body 
type and passenger capacity. 

(2) Name and address of the person for whom he acquired the 
car. 

(3) The price he paid for the car, either on an outright purchase 
or on a trade-in. 


(4) The cost of repairs and replacements made on the car by him 
and a description of the repairs and replacements. 


(5) The name and address of the person to whom he sold the car. 


(6) The price he charged the purchaser, excluding taxes and fi- 
nance charges. 


(7) The amount he charged the purchaser to cover taxes, and the 
taxes for which the amount was charged. 


(8) The amount he charged the purchaser for financing the sale 
on an installment basis, if any. 


(9) A copy of the warranty he furnished the purchaser, if he sold 
the car on a warranty basis at a price higher than the base “as is” 


ceiling price. (A car sold on a warranty basis is one which has been

Projected as the model for gen- 
eral production, the car is a six- 
seater with an 1800 c.c. engine and 
14/15 h.p. It develops 70 brake h.p. 
and has a top speed of 85 m.p.h. 

Company officials expect to 
achieve production of 5,000 cars per 
month at the end of the fifth post- 
war month. The firm is aiming at 
a goal of 100,000 cars manufactured 
: in the second peace year and 150,- 
090 in the third. 

It was indicated that the Tri- 
umph would be equally distributed 
in the home and dominion markets.

AUSTIN, Tex.—A bill increas- 
ing the Texas truck load limit 
from 38,000 to 48,000 pounds was 
given final approval last week 
by the Texas legislature and 
sent to Gov. Coke Stevenson. The 
measure was introduced by Sen. 
Fred Mauritz of Ganado.

nancial responsibility before they 
can obtain their plates.

WASHINGTON. — Production of 
two types of automotive buses is to 
be started shortly in an establish- 
ment to be located at Fort William, 
Canada, according to the U.S. Dept. 
of Commerce. 

Buses will be of 41 and 36 pas- 
senger capacity, respectively, it is 
said, and will be of ultra-modern 
appearance and performance. 


Design has been suggested by en- 
gineering technique developed in 
the aircraft industry which employs 
aluminum alloys of high strength 
and of exceptionally light weight. 

Production of buses for both city 
and intercity service will be started 
first and trolley coaches will go into 
production at the earliest date that 
government controls will permit, it 
was stated.

LOS ANGELES.—Federal agents 
have arrested Hyman Moss, used- 
car dealer here, on charges of sell- 
ing used cars to Hollywood celeb- 
rities for as much as $2,000 above 
OPA ceiling prices. 

The federal complaint against 
him charged conspiracy to violate 
OPA rationing regulations, which 
is a felony and carries a penalty of 
possibly two years in jail and 
$10,000 fine, or both. U. S. Atty. 
Charles H. Carr said the OPA in- 
vestigation had disclosed that Moss 
had sold automobiles illegally to 
Rudy Vallee and George Jessel. He 
said that an alleged sale to Clark 
Gable is still under investigation.

The best that has been promised by WPB Chairman J. A. 
Krug is that most machine tools should be delivered some 
time between July and September. Some bottleneck equip- 
ment such as presses will not be deliverable at all under 
AA-3 priority ratings, it points out. 

Two other serious aspects of the machine tool situation 
discussed by the survey are (a) substitution of idle gov- 
ernment-owned machine tools for industry-owned equip- 
ment, which the industry has been trying without success 
for more than a year to get permission to arrange, and (b)

The board’s judgment, NADA dé 
clared, is binding on the tax bu- 
reau. 

If inspectors claim that an 
dealer has adjusted wages or sal- 
aries improperly, the dealer shoul 
present to the regional WLB a 
facts which would constitute “ex- 
tenuating circumstances.” The reg 
ulation does not state what facts 
or situations constitute extenuating 
circumstances, so every factor er 
tering into the wage adjustment 
should be presented by the deale 
in his discussions with the boaré 
NADA advised.

“Now the indications are that, 
with the conquering of the Ge 
mans and the elimination of the 
combat conditions destroying tires 
so fast, we will be able to cut bac 
temporarily at least in the military 
truck tire production and increasg¢ 
tires for civilian use, thus easing 
the very tight civilian tire situa- 
tion in the fall.” 

After supplying rubber war goods 
for her own use and for Britain, 
France and other allies, the United 
States, he said, had supplied Russia

ism”—with more such goods “tha 
the whole German nation was able 
to produce on its own account.”

Wis. Hikes Dealer Fee,

MADISON, Wis.—Gov. Goodland 
has signed one of the principal bills 
on the 1945 legislative program of 
the Wisconsin Automotive Trades 
Assn., with the result that the reg- 
istration fee for dealers has been 
increased from $10 to $25, the re- 
quirements for dealers’ premises 
have been redefined, and a stronger 
prohibition has been imposed 
against the dumping of taxis in the 
state.

requiring that if a dealer does not 
have his own service shop, his serv- 
ice connection must be within a 
reasonable distance of his place of 
business. 

Such service connection must 
also agree in writing to the making 
of repairs ordered by the dealer. 
The new statute elaborates that 
“an established place of business” 
does not mean residence, tents or 
temporary stands. 

The dealers themselves asked for 
the increase in the cost of dealer 
plates, in order to provide addi- 
tional operating revenues for the 
motor vehicle department. 

The taxicab provision, said the 
WATA, will “protect Wisconsin 
purchasers of motor cars from one 
of the greatest evils in the business 
today, namely the sale of taxicabs 
to innocent purchasers without 
their knowing that they are buying 
taxicabs.” 

The new statutory sections will 
enable “the motor vehicle depart- 
ment to stamp the phrase ‘this mo- 
tor vehicle has previously been 
used as a taxicab or for public 
transportation’ on the certificates 
of title of both state and out-of- 


state taxicabs.”

Antidiversion Bill Due 


For Veto in Wis. 

MADISON, Wis.— After pro- 
tracted controversy, the Wisconsin 
legislature has completed action on 
a bill that proposes to segregate all 
highway tax revenues for highway 
building and improvement. 

The bill is now in the hands of 
Gov. Goodland, who opposed it dur- 
ing its course through the legisla- 
ture, and is expected to veto it. 

Wisconsin automotive and other 
highway user organizations, who 
support the measure unanimously, 
hope to marshall enough support to 
override the prospective executive 
veto. Highway fund segregation has 
been an issue in Wisconsin politics 
for years. 

Now for the first time, highway 
organizations have succeeded in 
getting a segregation measure 
through the legislature. 


Stockholders OK 
New Graham 


Financing Plan 


DETROIT.—A new $5,000,000 fi- 
nancing program to provide addi- 
tional working capital for re-entry 
into the postwar automobile and 
farm equipment fields was ap- 
proved last week by stockholders of 
Graham-Paige Motors Corp. at the 
annual meeting, it was announced 
by Joseph W. Frazer, chairman. 

Authorized capital stock of the 
company will be increased by 300,- 
000 shares of a new $35 par 5 per- 
cent convertible preferred stock, 
and by an additional 1,000,000 shares 
of $1 par common-.stock. 

Of the new preferred stock, how- 
ever, the company plans public 
offering at this time of only 200,000 
shares, the balance being reserved 
for such purposes as the directors 
deem advisable in the future, 
Frazer said.

Elects Spatta 


BUCHANAN, Mich.—Directors of 
Clark Equipment Co. here last week 
elected George Spatta, formerly 
executive vice-president, to be pres- 
ident of the company, succeeding 
the late Albert S. Bonner. 

Spatta, widely known for his 
achievements in production engi- 
neering, joined Clark in 1927. He 
served successively as development 
engineer, chief engineer, general 
manager and execitive vice-presi- 
dent. 

Dr. Leo Wolman, professor of 
economics at Columbia university, 
has been elected to the board; Dr. 
John M. Clark, of the DuPont Co. 
of Wilmington, now a director, was 
elected to the executive committee, 
and John G. Mack was elected a 
vice-president and director.

Truman Proposes 
$8,894,000 Slash 
In WPB Budget 


WASHINGTON.—President Tru- 
man last week recommended a 10 
percent slash in the 1946 war 
budget. Reductions proposed totaled 
$80,000,000 in eight war agencies 
and $7,365,000,000 in shipbuilding. 

Proposed cuts include WPB, $8,- 
894,000; ODT, $3,300,000; WMC, $9,- 
339,900; Petroleum Administration 
for War, $345,000. 

Reductions were also asked for 
the following agencies: Office of 
War Information, $12,100,000; Cen- 
sorship, $4,800,000; Federal Security 
Agency, $43,710,400; Office of Scien- 
tific Research, $13,200,000. 

An increase of $15,000,000 was 
proposed by the president for in- 
creased state aid to old age assist- 
ance through the ESA. 


OPA Combats Sale 


ot Condemned Tires 
ETROIT.—To combat sales 
of condemned tires, OPA here 
has inaugurated a new method 
to remove unfit tires from fur- 
ther use, according to M. F. 
Santmyers, tire rationing officer. 
Under the new method, the 
entire bead of the tire will be 
removed instead of the former 
policy of notching the bead. 


Shorter Week 
OK’d by WMC 
For Ford Plants 


DETROIT.—WWMC agreed last 
week to return of the forty-hour 
week for most Ford employes. 


Edward L. Cushman, state WMC 
director who agreed to the change 
after a conference with R. R. 
Rausch, Ford general manager, said 
that the shorter week was “tem- 
porary.” 

Most of the workers involved 
are engaged on B-24 parts pro- 
duction. The action resulted from 
the scheduled closing of Willow 
Run Aug. 1. 

Previously, Murray Corp. of 
America decided to reduce the work 
week at its main plant without off- 
setting increase in hourly wage 
rates, bringing only mild protest 
from the UAW-CIO. 

Although the UAW had said in 
the past that such a condition could 
not be permitted, its only action 
was to file an informal protest with 
the regional War Labor Board. 

Labor Consulted 

Plans for intensive consultation 
with labor on all aspects of recon- 
version problems that will arise 
during Period I—the period be- 
tween the defeat of Germany and 
the defeat of Japan—were an- 
nounced last week by WPB. 

Henry P. Nelson, who has been 
named coordinator of reconversion 
in the automotive industry by WPB 
Chairman J. A. Krug and D. Alan 
Strachan, WPB’s deputy vice chair- 
man for labor production, met with 
officials of the UAW-CIO to ac- 
quaint them with steps already 
taken by WPB to cut the recon- 
version time for the automotive in- 
dustry. 

During the 60-day period be- 
ginning May 7, some 300 repre- 
sentatives of labor in all fields of 
American industry will be called 
to Washington for a series of 
meetings on reconvetsion prob- 
lems. 

Meetings in the automotive field 
will consider questions on senior- 
ity, returning war veterans, avail- 
ability of tool makers and mill- 
wrights for restoring machine tools 
to location, what will happen to 
women war workers and problems 
in rehabilitation of plants so far as 
unions are concerned.

FOR OPA INSPECTION 

The foregoing records are to be kept available for OPA inspection. 
Up to this time, no specific instructions had been issued by OPA to 
dealers as to what business records should be kept. 

A slight change is made in the wording of the regulation covering 
the making of a refund when a dealer refuses to make repairs and 
replacements under his warranty. The word “refuses” is substituted 
for the word “fails,” to protect the dealer who is perfectly willing to 
make the repairs or replacements within a reasonable time but is 
not able to make them at the moment the car is brought into his 
shop. Some purchasers have been demanding a refund if the dealer 
does not make the repairs and replacements immediately, regardless

Ceiling prices for cars of the model years 1926 through 1935 are 
those provided for the nearest comparable 1987 model. To aid in 
pricing such cars, horsepower now is added to the items which may 
be used in determining the most comparable car. Previously com- 
parability was determined by comparison of body type, passenger 
capacity and wheelbase. Hereafter, 1926 through 1935 model cars 
may take the price of a 1937 model car of another make, if such a 
car is the most comparable car. For instance, a 1928 model T Ford 
might be more comparable to a Willys four-cylinder car than to a 
1937 model Ford eight-cylinder car. Previously, in selecting the most 
comparable car, the comparable car had to be one of the same 


make, if such existed. 


STATION WAGONS COVERED 

A provision of the regulation covering sales of a station wagon 
with a new station wagon body and a used chassis, is modified. 
Hereafter, if a dealer installs a new station wagon body on a used 
chassis and sells the car to another dealer, the second dealer in his 
resale may charge the same full maximum price the first dealer 
would have been permitted to charge for such a car, rather than 
the lower ceiling price for a used station wagon with a used chassis 
and used body. Before the reselling dealer can change his seller’s 
maximum price, he must have authorization to do so from the OPA 


district office. 


Dealers hereafter are required to attach the label or tag bearing 
the description of a used car and the ceiling price in a place on the 
car where it can be readily seen by the purchaser—such as attached 
to the rear-view mirror or to the steering wheel. In the past some 
sellers have been placing the required label or tag in a position on 
the car where it would ordinarily escape the notice of the purchaser. 

The language of the regulation is changed to clearly state that 
the only extras which may be added to used car ceiling prices for 
extra equipment are the $10 standard addition permitted for a 
heater, the $30 standard addition for a radio, or the specific addi- 
tions permitted in the regulation for built-in overdrive transmissions 
or automatic clutches. No additions may be charged the purchaser 
for such items as seat covers, spotlights, etc.
